The Reply of the States General to the Emperor’s 
Letter incerted in Yefterday’s Courant, 
Moft Serene, 

E have receiv’d your Imperial Majefty’s Letter 

of the 16th of jaft Month, in which we are 
fharply blam’d as if in diffenting from your Imperial 
Maj fty in the Affair of the Election of a Bifhop of 
Munfter we had exceeded the Bounds of Equity and 
Moderation, by defiring .our Imperial Majefty not 
to bar the Bifhop of Paderborn’s Election to the Bi- 
thoprick of Munfter, but to fuffer the Chapter co 
make ufe of their Right in electing him or any other 
Perfon. We are excremely troubled that becaufe 
in this Affair we differ in our Sentiments from your 
Imperial Majefty, we fthould undefervedly have the 
Unhappynefs to receive fo hard an Anfwer, which 
we will not attribute to your Imperial Majefty, 
but tothe Coanf.ls of thofe who appear to have 
very little Affection to our Republick and the com- 
mon Caufe, and :o feek induftrioufly tofow Animoficy 
and Diffention between the Confederates ; and who 
not content to fee your Imperial Majefty’s Forces 
diverted by the Troubles of Hungary, endeavour to 
excite Commotions in other Parts, that they may 
draw off the Forces of us and our Allies from acting 
forthe general Good. But we firmly promife our 
{elves from your Imperial Majefty’s Prudence, thar 
for the furure you will not give Ear to fueh Coun- 
fels ; and fetting a great Value upon your Imperial 
Majefty’s Friendthip, we will pafs over in Silence 
the Sharpnefs of your Style, having Hopes that your 
Imperial Majefty will no longer oppofe the Bifhop 
of Paderborn who is now chofen to the Bifhoprick 
of Muntter, but will approve his Election fo cano- 
nically and legally made. As for this Affair in it 
felf, by our forraer Letter we abundantly fer forth, 
how much it concern’d us that this Dignity fhould 
be conferr’d upon a Perfon well-affected borh to us 
and to the Common Canfe; which concurring in 
the Bifhep of Paderborn, we conceive eur Recom- 
mendarion of him was no Injury to anotber, feeing 
we left the Chapter intirely free to prefer whom they 
gleas’d, either him or any other Perfon, Wherefore 
we cannot but be furpriz’d to fee our felves reprov'd 
as if we had intermedled in an Affair that did not 
belong to us, when your Imperial Majefty your felf 
firft requir’d us to concern our felvesiin it, when the 
Quiet as well of our Neighbourhood as of.our Re- 
publick depend {o mwch upon it, and when other 
Affairs in which the Welfare of all Europe is con- 
cern'd/ are judg’d noc to be altogether forreign to 
us norto be unworthy of our Cares. And, witb- 
our Offence ro your Imperial Maje&y or affluming 
too much to our {elves be it faid, perhaps the Af- 
fairs of your Imperial: Majefty and of the Empire 
had not been in the Condition they now are, if we 


kad look'd upon them as forceiga and indifferent so 
us. That we did noc exceed ihe Bounds of Me- 
deraiion, appears evidently in thac we only acted 
as Interceffors in this Election, and leaft we thould 
prejudice any Perfon forbore to declare our felves 
till we plainly faw the greaicr Nuaster-of the Ca-, 
nons had refolv’d to give thear Voces for the Bithap 
of Paderborn. And that we gave intimation early 
enough, that we had put ip of our Power to 
favour the Bifhop of Ofnabri en this Occafion, 
will appear trom the Memafig] peelented to us by 
the Count de Goes the ift of paft, in which be 
declares he had by his Lecie:s acquainied your Im- 
perial Majefty that he had intcle clope of helping 
the Bifhop of Ofnabrug by cur Means: How there- 
fore this can be reconcil’d wih what is faid con- 
cerning our Silence, we can not e-fly comprehend. 
In the mean time, what Eftecm we have for the 
Bifiop of Ofnabrug, and his Vurucs, as well as 
the Merits of the Houle of Lorrain, we fhall nor 
fail to manifeft hereafier, whea a bewrer Opportunity 
than this thar has efcap’d us fhall offer. Befides, 
our Recommendation of the Bishop of Padc«rborn 
did not at all infringe the L.bemy of the Chapter 
to choofe the Bifhop of Ofnabrug, nor did we in 
the lea& oppofe his Election, bur the hard and un- 
accnftom’d Method by which your Imperial Ma- 
jefty’s Minifters endeavour'd ta exclude the Bifhop 


of Paderborn, and to deprive the Chapter of their . 
Right to choofe him: Which Manner of Proceeding, | 
efpecially againft a well-deferving Prince of rhe Em- ©; 


pire, cannot but feem hard, and inconfiftent with 
the Rights and Privileges of all Chapters, more 
particularly thofe of Germany, which provide that 
all their Elections thould be free. As for the Bithop 
‘of Paderborn, we are perfweded thar the finifter 
Opinion your Imperial Maj-ity (cems vo have enter- 
tain'd of him, is owing to the Saggeftions of bis 
Enemies; and truft, if your Imperial Majefty will 
‘call to Mind bis feady Zcal for the common Canfe, 
and peculiar Reverence for your Timperial Ma- 
jefty, you will reftore kim to your former Fa- 
veur, and ro the Part he had in your Affecti- 
on before he ftood Candidate for the Rifhoprick 
of Munfter. Neither have we any Caufe to doubt 
of his Concurrence to whatever may be judg’d 
advantagious to your Iinperial Majefty, the Em* 
pire, and the common Caufe; en the contrary 
we are fully cenvine’d that the Dignity and Autho- 
rity of your Imperial Majefty, far from being di- 
iaristifW’'d, will be increas’d by your Appretation of 
this Election, which is made, tho’ not unanimonfly,. 
yer lawfully and rightfully by the greater Number 
of the Canons. This will be a Proof of the Sin-. 
cerity of your Imperial Majefty’s Inventians and. of 
your Care to preferve and defend the Righisamd 
Privileges of the Members of ihe Empires t& 
which ‘nothing can more efeGuctly on 
fglid Foundation, the Glory, Dignity, 224 
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icv of your Imperial Majefty, both in Germany 
hod Parts. As for the In:erefts of our Re- 
yablick, we are of the fame Opinion with your 
mperial Majefty, that they are always fo clofleiy 
united with yours, as not to be feparated, without 
Detriment to borh: And we hearuly with, thac as 
we are confcious 10 our felves, we have hitherto 
fincerely aud conftantly confulted the Advantage of 
your Imperial Majelty and the Houle of Auttria, 
that as far as we were able and even beyond car 
Suength we have fought their Advancement, and 
shat we have given {uch clear Proofs of our Zealin 
shis Particular as we pref{ume none can call in 
Queftion, fo your Imperial Majelty would think 
Fit to have fume Regard to the Gued and Welfare 
cf our Kepublick : If we may ever expect this on 
any Occafion, we thall expec ix from your Imperial 
Majeft;’s Equity and Goodnefs on this. We fet our 
Hears fo much upon is, that if the Frieadfhip we 
have the Honour co maintain with your Imperial 
Mafefty, our Forwardaels in expending the Lives 
and Fértunes of our Subjects to carry on the com- 
mun Caule, and the good Offices we have done 
your Imperial Maj-fty and the Houfe of Avitria 
aad ace moft williagly difpos’d to do hereafter, be 
of any Weigit wich your Imperial Majelty, ‘by ail 
thefe we increac and conjure your Imperial Ma- 
jetty noc to be inflemib!e in chis Adair, but graci- 
oufly at our Requett and Iaterceifion io rettore the 
Bihop of Paderborn to your former Favour, to 
fuffer the Election wade to take Effet without De- 
lay, and to procure the Pope's Confirmation of ir. 
By this, your Imperial Majefty will not only eafily 
obviate many Inconvenicnces and Troubles, and 
prevent Difturbances in our Neighbourhood to the 
great Damage of us and the Confederatcs, bur will 
likewife more ftrongly engage vs and all the Princes 
and States who are any way concern'’d in the Quiet 
of the Circle of Weftphalia, to your Inrcrefts. 
Wherefore we reft confidently aflur'd, your Im- 
perial Majefty will not refufe this to Equity, to 
Us, to our mutual Friendhip, and to the Welfare 
and Tranquility of the Publick.
